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Mackinlay still in limbo 
over election spending

PROSECUTORS say they are still 
considering whether to impose 
charges on Craig Mackinlay as 
they cleared a host of other 
Conservative candidates of 
wrongdoing over election expenses 
this week. 

The Crown Prosecution Service 
confirmed last month it had 
received a file from Kent Police as 
part of its investigation into claims 
the party breached spending rules 
in South Thanet during the 2015 
general election. 

However, the CPS insists this is 
purely due to the short period of 
time it had to examine the 
documents, compared to those sent 
by other police forces in the 
country earlier in the year. 

Nick Vamos, CPS head of special 
crime, said: “Although there is 
evidence to suggest the returns 
may have been inaccurate, there is 
insufficient evidence to prove to 
the criminal standard that any 
candidate or agent was dishonest. 

“Therefore we have concluded it 
is not in the public interest to 
charge anyone referred to us with 


this offence. 

“One file, from Kent Police, was 
only recently received by the CPS, 
and remains under consideration. 

“No inference as to whether any 
criminal charge may or may not be 
authorised in relation to this file 
should be drawn from this fact and 
we will announce our decision as 
soon as possible once we have 
considered the evidence in this 
matter.” 

It is the latest development in a 


long-running scandal in which the 
Conservatives were said to have 
“understated” spending during 
campaigning on the Kent seat, 
where Mr Mackinlay was victori¬ 
ous over former Ukip leader Nigel 
Farage. 

The row centres around claims 
the party recorded expenditure on 
hotels in Ramsgate as national 
spending, rather than local 
spending. 

The Electoral Commission fined 


the Tories - who blamed “simple 
human error” - a record £70,000 
earlier this year following an 
investigation, while the candidate 
was reportedly interviewed under 
caution for six hours about the 
allegations by Kent Police. 

The party, and Mr Mackinlay 
himself, have protested innocence 
throughout investigations and Mr 
Mackinlay was this week officially 
selected as the Tory candidate for 
next month’s general election.

Electric car charging 
points kept in bid to 
encourage green travel 


ELECTRIC car charging points are 
set to be retained across Ashford and 
Tenterden as part of the council’s bid 
to encourage sustainability and 
green travel. 

Cabinet members this week agreed 
recommendations to retain the five 
double electric vehicle charging 
points in the borough for another 
three years, with no additional 
charge for the electricity consumed. 

This means customers can 
continue to use the charging 
facilities without paying for the 
electricity used, but will still be 
required to pay for the use of the 
parking space by means of a permit 
or pay and display. 

The charge points are located in 
select car parks across the borough 
including the Civic Centre, Vicarage 
Lane, Julie Rose Stadium, Tenterden 
Leisure Centre and Tenterden 
Station Road. 

In 2013 local authorities, includ¬ 
ing Ashford, received grants from 
the Department for Business, Energy 


and Industrial Strategy Office to 
provide charging points at suitable 
locations. 

The £237,000 funding, which 
Kent County Council successfully bid 
for, covered the majority of the 
installation costs for 43 charge 
points across the county. 

The fast-charge facilities have 
proved successful with more than 
1,800 charge sessions recorded from 
2015 to 2016. Vicarage Lane and the 
Civic Centre car parks were shown to 
be the most popular locations. 

Sheila Davison, head of health, 
parking and community safety said: 
“With the steady rise of electric 
vehicle sales, it’s important that the 
council supports drivers who choose 
to assist in providing a cleaner and 
more sustainable borough. 

“This is a positive move forward 
for the council that will ultimately 
enhance the eco-friendly credentials 
of the borough, and supports other 
steps we are taking to reduce carbon 
emissions on a wider scale.”

Labour slams Tory plans 
as parents protest in row 
over children’s centres

LABOUR is demanding children’s 
centres in Medway remain open as 
the Conservative-controlled council 
this week launched a consultation 
into plans to impose closures. 

Parents protested outside the local 
authority’s offices this week, after 
the cabinet unveiled proposals to 
shake-up early help services by clos¬ 
ing 19 Sure Start centres and creat¬ 
ing four ‘super hubs’. 

Creation of the hubs, located in 
Gillingham and Twydall; Luton and 
Rainham; Strood, Peninsula and 
Rochester West; and Rochester East, 
Chatham and Walderslade was the 
council’s recommended option over 
alternatives to close all centres and 
reinvest funding into other service 
priorities and organising centre staff 
in a single, centrally-based team. 

If given the go ahead following 
public consultation, the ‘super hub’ 
centres would combine children’s 
centre services for 0-5-year-olds,

with early help teams who work 
with families and children who are 
aged five and upwards. 

The council says this means fami¬ 
lies would benefit from a whole host 
of services under one roof. 


However, Vince Maple, Labour 
parliamentary candidate for 
Chatham and Aylesford, councillor 
for Chatham Central ward and lead¬ 
er of Medway Labour group said: 
“Sure Start is one of the greatest cre¬ 
ations of the last Labour government 
- we have seen Medway Tory politi¬ 
cians repeatedly promise that the 19 
centres are safe in their hands. 

“It shows plain and simple you 
cannot trust our children’s future to 
the Tories.” 

Conservative councillor Andrew 
Mackness said: “I’d urge everyone 
who has a view on this to submit 
their comments once the consulta¬ 
tion is live and let us know their ide¬ 
as about how we can deliver services 
in a different way. 

“The service must transform if we 
are to continue to deliver quality 
early help to families and we need to 
think of innovative ways to do that. 

“We cannot stand still and watch 
our services in their current model 
suffer due to reductions and changes 
in central government funding and 
a reducing council budget.”

GREG Clark’s admission he has never 
switched energy provider to find a better 
deal has been branded “disgraceful” by a 
consumer expert. 

Martin Lewis, the founder of Money- 
SavingExpert.com, whose Cheap Energy 
Club encourages engagement with the 
switching process, responded after the Con¬ 
servative candidate for Tunbridge Wells said 
he had not switched because it is a “hassle”, 
despite encouraging consumers to do so. 

Mr Lewis wrote on Twitter: “Disgraceful. 
That should probably disqualify him from 
being energy minister. He should’ve tried 
just so he has lived the experience.” 

Mr Clark’s comment comes after the Con¬ 
servatives’ announcement they will cap “rip 
off” gas and electricity prices if they return 
to power following the general election. 

In March, Mr Clark said the government 
has worked with the industry to make it 
“quicker and easier” to switch supplier so 
consumers can find the best deal. 

But when pressed by BBC Breakfast on 
Tuesday about when he had last changed 
suppliers, Mr Clark said: “I haven’t switched, 
one of the reasons is... it is quite a hassle to do 
so. 


“And in my view it shouldn’t be necessary 
to have to switch, to have to go through the 
fuss, simply to avoid being ripped off. 

“I think there should be a safeguard so 
that if you are loyal to your supplier, if you 
are someone that doesn’t perhaps have ac¬ 
cess to the internet and is not able to haggle 
with your supplier, then you should pay a bit 
more than the best deals, but you shouldn’t 
have the reality of paying through the nose 
for that.” 

Last year the Competition and Markets 


Authority said 70 per cent of people were 
on the more expensive “default” standard 
variable tariff, costing consumers £1.4bn 
more than a competitive market. 

A spokeswoman for the Department of 
Energy and Climate Change also said in 
June that due to government action there 
are “more deals to choose from than ever 
before”. 

“We would encourage people who do not 
feel they are receiving a good deal to switch 
now,” she said.

Arlington car park to be

A DEAL has finally been struck 
to renovate and operate a 
much-discussed car park near 
the Dreamland leisure complex 
in Margate.

Manston meeting ahead?

A N AMERICAN logistics 
company which 

emerged last week as a 
potential investor in 
Manston airport says it 
will be meeting other parties aiming 
to get planes flying again on the site - 
and wants to secure a quick purchase 
of the land. 

The firm, which has not yet been 
identified, has held talks with Thanet 
District Council chiefs over its propos¬ 
als, and announced last Wednesday it 
was pursuing a compulsory purchase 
order (CPO) for the airport which 
closed in 2014, though now admits it 
is looking to buy the land directly. 

However, the current site owners - 
bosses behind the Stone Hill Park 
(SHP) project - have repeatedly insist¬ 
ed they have no plans to sell up and 
warned last week the US firm’s pro¬ 
posal to invest £100m in resuming 
aviation “will end up going nowhere”. 

SHP aims to deliver 2,500 homes 
and leisure facilities, while insisting 
the area’s history and heritage will be 
respected and maintained. 

Conservative candidate for Thanet 
North, Sir Roger Gale insisted the 
company should “make common 
cause” with RiverOak Strategic Part¬ 
ners, which is also aiming to re-open 


the airport. 

An RSP spokesperson told us last 
week they would be happy to meet 
and now the new investor also ap¬ 
pears to have agreed to discussions, 
as the plans begin to gather pace. 

“Following our meeting with TDC 
yesterday, and consulting with my 
clients, we will be speaking to all par¬ 
ties who have an interest in keeping 


this facility available for pure avia¬ 
tion use,” said Dale Crawford of DTD 
Consult, which is representing the 
company. 

“I have also been instructed to 
speak to the current owners and as¬ 
certain what their expectations are, 
so we can make a decision on a direct 
purchase instead of entering into a 
long drawn out process of the CPO ap¬ 


plication. 

“My clients see the tangible benefits 
of having a fully operational logistics 
capability combining both the air 
and sea port, and have no interest in 
just fighting legal battles.” 

UK-based pension fund investor, 
Edi Truell, is also understood to be 
negotiating with the council over 
plans to re-open the airport. 


WORK began this week on creating 
an adventure park at Tunbridge 
Wells’ Calverley Grounds. 

The derelict bowling green in the 
picturesque town centre park is 
being transformed into an area full 
of play pieces and landscaped 
gardens designed to be a major 
attraction for families.

T HE latest piece by coveted 
street artist Banksy, which 
appeared in Dover last 
Sunday, is likely to be re¬ 
moved and sold, according 
to the owners. 

The artwork, which depicts a work¬ 
man on a ladder chipping away at 
one of the 12 stars on the European 
Union flag, appeared near the port 
town’s ferry terminal on the side of 
the former Castle Amusements build¬ 
ing, which is set to be demolished. 

Property owners, the Godden fam¬ 
ily, which also owned the building 
upon which he daubed his previous 
Kent work - Art Buff in Folkestone - 
said they were looking at options 
with a London art gallery. 

However, Tony Baxter, director at 
The Sincura Group, which specialises 
in the recovery, restoration, and sale 
of highly desirable artwork, told KoS 
the piece was ultimately “worthless”, 
due to the difficulty in finding a buyer 
for work of that size. 

“If the building owner came to us 
wanting it restored, I would say no,” 
Mr Baxter said. 

“We would not find a buyer for a 
piece that big, generally buyers want 
pieces they can hang on the wall and 
you would not be able to, removing it 
would be an absolute nightmare. 

“Just to salvage it from the wall 
would take north of £200,000, it 
wouldn’t be financially viable. 

“It’s a beautiful piece, but person¬ 
ally, I think it’s worthless.” 

Despite his claims, the Goddens, 
which have a large property portfolio, 
insist they are exploring options for 
its retention, removal or sale, and will 
look to benefit local charities with 
any proceeds. 

The Sincura Arts team has been in¬ 
volved in the removal and restoration 
of small sections of large Banksy piec¬ 
es before, and Mr Baxter said the only 
feasible way of it being possible here 
would be just to remove the stencilled 
workman, though some of its value 
and interest would be lost without the 
wider context of the whole piece. 

Mr Baxter also warned that local 
authority attempts to protect street 
art so accessible to the public has pre¬ 
viously done more harm than good. 

“Councils throw plastic sheets over 
the front but it causes more damage 
because there’s biodegrading, a 
build-up of germs and paint sticks to 
the plastic - it kills the pieces,” he 
said. 

“By the time you get to look at it, 
it’s a mess and there’s nothing you 
can do.” 

When KoS went to see the piece 
earlier this week, the feeling among 
locals was generally one of positivity. 

Driver Anthony Ford, 58, from 
Whitfield, said: “My first thought was 
‘how on earth did that appear with¬ 
out anyone finding out?’ It’s enor¬ 
mous. 

“For Dover it’s a marvellous thing 
because nothing much happens 


here, it’s a little bit on the grotty side, 
if we’re being honest. 

“They ought to make that the 
Brexit logo. 

“Traditionalists will think it’s ru¬ 
ining the town but I reckon it’s great, 
he should cover up some more of the 
eyesores.” 


Whitstable street artist Catman, 
who has produced work around the 
county himself, was also a fan. 

“It looks like he’s gone back to his 
old roots, like something he would 
have done 10 or 15 years ago,” he 
said. 

“I think he’s more left-wing than 


right-wing, feels strongly about the 
EU and felt he had to produce some¬ 
thing like this. 

“The art versus vandalism debate 
is always a big question but he’s done 
it very tastefully. 

“I suspect he might not have done 
everything - someone else may have 


done the blue and the stars while he 
produced the workman. 

“Between them they could proba¬ 
bly produce a piece in 45 minutes. 

“He usually turns up with those 
red and white workman’s tents over¬ 
night but I don’t know how he got 
away with it.” 
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Train’s £ 600 m crossing scheme 

Could we be going back to the past as a consortium looks to attract major funds to a project which 
would see trams following the route of the Lower Thames Crossing to further ease congestion pains?

A N ambitious scheme for 
a multi-million pound 
tram system to run 
alongside the new Lower 
Thames Crossing has 
been proposed - promising to cut 
congestion and link some of north 
Kent’s most iconic development areas. 

Running from north Kent to Essex, 
under the Thames, support appears 
to be gaining momentum - but bosses 
behind the scheme face a huge 
challenge to get the necessary 
funding. 

Last month the government backed 
a £6billion crossing east of Gravesend 
- known as Option C - as its preferred 
route for the Lower Thames Crossing, 
a route designed to ease the strain 
on the existing tunnel and bridge 
at Dartford. 

Figures suggest it will drain some 
14 per cent of the traffic currently 
using the Dartford Crossing. 

But with more than 50 million 
people reportedly using the crossing 
per year, there is now a fresh push to 
use the Gravesend crossing as the 
catalyst for a number of improved 
public transport links. 

The tram proposal claims it could 
reduce congestion by a further 10 per 
cent and would link such key high 
traffic areas as Bluewater, the 
developing Ebbsfleet Garden City and 
the proposed London Paramount 
Resort for the Swanscombe 
peninsula. 

The man behind the project is 
financial accountant Gordon Pratt 
who was previously involved in the 
London and Southern Counties 
Railway Consortium, a private sector 
consortium established in 2016 
pushing to deliver what is known as the 
Brighton Main Line Two - a second 
railway to run between London 
and Brighton. 

He has established KenEx Thames 
Transit which has drawn up plans to 
see three lines serving the local area 
if the tram scheme gains backing. 
Each tram could carry 200 people. 

Mr Pratt’s proposal suggests that 
one line would go from Grays to 
Greenhithe - stationed at Bluewater, 
including multiple stops within 
Ebbsfleet Garden City. 

Another would go from Grays to 
the proposed London Paramount 
resort at Swanscombe, and a 
final line linking the theme park 
to its car park. 

Financially it is projected to cost 
£600 million, according to finance 
experts from KenEx Thames Transit 
- a tenth of the total price of the Lower 
Thames Crossing. 

It is expecting the majority of costs 
to be met by private investors, but 
will also seek government money. 
The costs of using the service have 
not yet been estimated. 

Mr Pratt said: “Obviously it’s not as 
big as the Lower Thames Crossing, 
which is why it’ll be cheaper. 
We don’t have to provide for four

lanes, or long 
approach roads, it 
will just be one tram 
line there and the 
same one back. 

“Public transport 
options such as 
buses won’t work 
because you’ll get 
them through the 
tunnel then they’ll 
have to turn around 
and there just isn’t 
the room to do that 
in order to get them 
back. Trams go in, 
and then come 
back out. 

“The case for this 
idea is quite simple; 
roads in the area are 
often gridlocked, 
levels of pollution are 
affecting the public’s 
health, connectivity 
across the Thames is 
often disrupted in 
an area of high population density, 
classic rail connections are slow, and 
the area can become unattractive for 
homes and business investment. 

“Because of my involvement with 
the London and Southern Counties 
Transport Consortium, which is a 
privately financed project, I know the 
money is available for investment in 
rail infrastructure, so I’m hoping I’ll 
be able to firm it up soon.” 

James Willis, Liberal Democrat 
candidate for Gravesham is backing 
the scheme. He said: “Nothing is 
being done about public transport 
across the Thames. At present, there 
is a small ferry and a slow bus service 
that crosses, but that carries less than 
one per cent of crossing traffic. 

“It would not only reduce 
congestion, but also local pollution 
and resultant deaths which are at an 
all-time high in the area, and higher 
than any other area in Kent. The 


coroner’s office state that on average 
around 90 deaths per year in 
Dartford are due to pollution. The 
trams would be run with electricity, 
which could be paid for by fares 
to use the tram. 

“This would also be faster, 
cheaper, and more frequent than rail 
services between Grays and 
Northfleet, which require people to go 
into London first.” 

A spokesperson for Green Party 
Kent, said: “The whole idea seems like 
a superb alternative. We would 
almost whole-heartedly support this 
as an alternative form of crossing to 
the Lower Thames Crossing. We 
know it’s an idea to go alongside the 
new crossing due to be built, but 
that’s only going to increase traffic 
and congestion. Whereas this idea 
would reduce the number of cars 


on the roads, and is something we 
would rather see than the Lower 
Thames Crossing. 

“Trams are the past but they’re 
also the future, and we believe that 
the government should pay for 
this crossing. One hesitation we 
would have is if it was built through 
private financers.” 

However, Bob Lane, chairman of 
the Lower Thames Crossing 
Association, still stinging from the 
decision to build Option C amid 
claims Highways England skewed the 
consultation to ensure it was the 
selected route, said: “I haven’t got any 
thoughts on this proposal to be 
honest because I don’t think 
Highways England or the government 
will listen to it anyway.” 

Highways England chief Jim 
O’Sullivan declined to comment on 


specifics of the proposal but said: “The 
Lower Thames crossing 

route will greatly improve 
journeys as well as unlocking more than 
£8bn of economic benefits and create 
some 6,000 jobs. 

“The decision for a new crossing east of 
Gravesend and Tilbury is underpinned 
by years of studies, assessments and 
careful consideration of the record 
breaking response to our 2016 
consultation. As we progress there will be 
further consultation and opportunities 
to be part of shaping the detail 
for the area, now and for future 
generations.” 

A spokesperson for London 
Paramount also declined to comment 
on the proposal. 

Kent County Council failed to 
return our calls when asked about 
the project.

Ukip days may 
soon be over 
after wipeout 


The former party leader said many will question 
its purpose if Theresa May delivers The kind of 
Brexit voters wanted’ as the Greens again bang 
the drum for cooperation with Lib Dems and 
Labour in an effort to stop the Conservatives

IGEL Farage has admitted Ukip 
may only last another two years if 
Theresa May delivers “the kind of 
Brexit that voters wanted”. 
Questions were again raised 
over the party’s future post-Brexit as its repre¬ 
sentation on Kent County Council was com¬ 
pletely wiped out last week. 

After winning 17 seats in 2013 and becom¬ 
ing the main party of opposition to the Con¬ 
servatives, Ukip failed to win a single seat at 
County Hall when the results were announced 
last Friday, only claiming one single victory 
nationwide. 

And as the fallout rumbled into this week, 
Ukip Kent chair Richard Palmer announced 
his resignation from the party after criticism 
of its leader Paul Nuttall, with whom he shared 
a stage at a members’ meeting in Margate just 
weeks ago. 

Former MP Douglas Carswell, who defected 
from the party earlier this year, said Mr Farage 
was to blame for Ukip’s collapse, having put 
voters off with “angry outbursts” over immi¬ 
grants. 

Writing in the Mail On Sunday, Mr Carswell 
highlighted Mark Reckless’ victory in Roches¬ 
ter and Strood under a purple banner in 2014 
as a highpoint for Ukip, but that the party had 
been set back by its former leader’s outspoken 
comments ever since. 

“Ukip alone offered the chance of change. 
But we blew it,” he said. 

“We won almost 60 per cent of the vote in 
Clacton by talking about GPs, not just immi¬ 
gration. In Rochester, we won by reaching out 
beyond our base. 

“But rather than learn from that, Nigel 
Farage reverted to type. 

“On the day we triumphed in Clacton, the 
then Ukip leader majored on migrants with 
HIV. 

“Then he managed to end up in an argu¬ 
ment about mothers breastfeeding in public, 
before making rude noises about Romanians. 

“Why? Far from having a strategy, we 
seemed to be driven by whatever came out of 
Nigel’s mouth.” 

Responding this week, Mr Farage, who has 
lived in Westerham, and only recently ruled 
himself out of standing again as a parliamen¬ 
tary candidate in South Thanet next month, 
admitted his party’s future may be in the bal¬ 


ance if the prime minister achieves a clean 
Brexit. 

He said: “If, in two-and-a-half years’ time, 
Mrs May has delivered the kind of Brexit that 
voters wanted, then I think you could ask the 
question ‘what is Ukip’s future, where does it 
go from here?’. 

“It all looks and sounds fantastic but, as I 
say, we have got a career politician here whose 
record of delivery in the past has been very 
poor, so let’s see.” 

He dismissed Mr Carswell as a “rather un¬ 
trustworthy figure, which is why the Conserv¬ 
atives wouldn’t have him back at the election”. 

However, Chris Wells, leader of the party’s 
only council in the country in Thanet, said he 
didn’t trust the prime minister to deliver by 
2019 and insisted Ukip still had a role in 
putting pressure on the government, despite a 
disastrous election last week, in which he was 
beaten in the Cliftonville seat by both the Con¬ 
servatives’ Lesley Game and ex-Iraqi refugee 
Aram Rawf, who was standing for Labour. 

“It’s frustrating because I was out on the 
streets and there was no animosity or anger 
towards us as a party,” Cllr Wells told KoS. 

“I don’t think it’s understandable [that ques¬ 
tions remain over Ukip’s purpose] but people 
believe what others say about Ukip, so we need 
to make it clear what we need to do. 

“Theresa May will foul up Brexit in the next 
two years because she never wanted to do it in 
the first place. 

“She behaves as if she’s Margaret Thatcher 
in a Rule Brittania costume when it was not 
her view - any rational person will tell you it’s 
not going to happen and that’s why Ukip is 
needed.” 

Mr Rawf, who won 300 votes more than Cllr 
Wells last week, said: “It was considered an 
unwinnable seat for the Labour Party, but I 
put my heart into the campaign and I’m proud 
to have knocked Ukip into third place. 

“I feel I have helped wipe Ukip off the Kent 
County Council political map.” 

Cllr Wells previously held office as a Con¬ 
servative county councillor but despite failing 
to win back a seat as a Ukip candidate last 
week, he insisted he had no regrets. 

“There’s frustration of course but I don’t re¬ 
gret the decision [to move to Ukip], I’ve cer¬ 
tainly had more fortune and fun in these last 
two years as leader of our council. 

“I’ve now got two years to prove it can work 
again, that’s the real test for me.”

Sir Roger Gale last week accused Cllr 
Wells of making a last ditch attempt 
to win over voters as news broke of a 
fresh investor looking to get planes 
flying again at Manston airport - a 
hot topic among the district’s elector¬ 
ate - just 24 hours before voters went 
to the polls. 

Cllr Wells said in response he had 
no influence over the timing of the 
announcement. 

Elsewhere in the fallout to last 
week’s election, the Green Party is 


again calling for a county-wide alli¬ 
ance with Labour and the Liberal 
Democrats to challenge the Conserv¬ 
atives. 

With the Tories winning 67 of the 
81 seats available, the Greens clearly 
feel a pact between the three is the 
only way to stop more blue domina¬ 
tion in next month’s general election. 

Labour parliamentary candidate 
for Chatham and Aylesford Vince Ma¬ 
ple, who is the party’s leader on Med¬ 
way Council, has already ruled out 


such an alliance, insisting Labour in¬ 
tends to fight every seat ahead of the 
vote on June 8. 

However, with Labour’s represen¬ 
tation on KCC decimated after losing 
eight seats, and the Lib Dems also 
failing to make any gains, the Greens, 
who successfully defended their one 
council seat in Hythe, want the par¬ 
ties to join forces over the coming 
weeks. 

“With Labour and Lib Dems losing 
ground and the Tories polling at 


record levels we believe it is time to do 
politics differently which is why we 
have once again reached out across 
Kent,” said Kent Greens co-chair, Stu¬ 
art Jeffery. 

“The aim is simple, work together 
to field a single ‘progressive’ candi¬ 
date in each Kent seat who is en¬ 
dorsed by all three parties. 

“The candidates’ have two key 
promises, to fight for proportional 
representation and to stop an ex¬ 
treme Brexit. 


“Sadly there have been no positive 
responses. 

“As none of us are strong enough to 
win any of the seats in Kent on our 
own it is almost as if they want the 
status quo of traditional party divides 
to remain and ensure another five 
years of Conservative government. 

“Not to even be prepared to discuss 
the possibility of such an agreement 
is short sighted in the least.” 

He added: “I hope voters will re¬ 
member this.”

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Macron win sparks Stack fears 


Freight bosses warn of “catastrophic” impact on business and traffic across Kent if the newly-elected 
French president tears up existing agreement on cross-Channel border controls. Tom Pyman reports 


T HERESA May is being urged to 
hold crunch talks with the newly- 
elected French president over fears 
his plans to tear up a crucial treaty 
between the two countries would 
spark gridlock across Kent. 

Freight bosses are calling on the prime 
minister to convince Emmanuel Macron not 
to renegotiate the agreement which permits 
British border officials to operate on French 
soil, known as the Le Touquet Treaty, as he 
suggested he could throughout his recent 
election campaign. 

The Tunbridge Wells-based Freight Trans¬ 
port Association (FTA) warns the agreement 
is instrumental in preventing unnecessary 
congestion occurring at Britain’s ports, and 
ensuring the continued movement of goods 
between the UK and continental Europe with 
as little delay as possible. 

Mr Macron reportedly told Mrs May when 
they met at Downing Street in February he 
was willing to work to “improve” the deal 
signed in 2003, but greater assurance is 
needed over the coming weeks and months, 
according to the industry. 

“The repatriation of border controls to the 
UK from France would have disastrous effects 
on the UK’s logistics industry, as well as on 
general traffic through the Channel ports,” 
said Pauline Bastidon, FTA’s head of Europe¬ 
an policy. 

“The Port of Dover has insufficient space to 
accommodate additional immigration checks 
- implementing such a change on UK soil 
would severely disrupt the cross-Channel 
flow of goods. 

“At the current levels of activity, it would 
mean that supply chains are slowed down, 
with lengthy delays for both passenger and 
freight transport. 

“This could, in turn, be catastrophic for 
just-in-time supply chains and cargoes of a 
time-sensitive nature, such as perishable 
goods. 

“There is also the risk of giving the impres¬ 
sion to people smugglers that the French border 
is now ‘open’, which could lead to a return of 
large numbers of migrants heading to the UK. 

“This would increase the safety risks for driv¬ 
ers, who would once again see their vehicles 
targeted as they approached the Channel ports. 

“Currently, checks are undertaken before 
trucks leave the continent, removing stowa¬ 
ways before the vehicles board ferries or enter 
the Channel Tunnel. 

“Removing this possibility would also place 
operators in a difficult situation and make 
them even more liable for the heavy penalties 
imposed by UK Border Force when stowa¬ 
ways are found on board vehicles. 

“Every year, around £119bn worth of trade 
passes through the maritime Calais-Dover route. 

“Moving immigration controls would dis¬ 
rupt this valuable trade lifeline and cause sig¬ 
nificant delays on both sides of the Channel. 

“We urge both governments to maintain 
the status quo, in order to protect cross- 
Channel trade which is of vital importance to 
both the UK and France.” 

The prime minister responded this week by 
saying a discussion over border controls be¬ 
tween the two countries would be on the 
cards after the general election next month. 

During an election campaign visit in 
north-west London, Mrs May said: “It works 
for the benefit of both the UK and France and 
obviously in the government that is elected 
after June 8, we will be sitting down and talk¬ 
ing to Monsieur Macron and others about

how that system has worked both to the ben¬ 
efit of France, as well as for the benefit of the 
UK.” 

Speaking as MP for Dover and Deal earlier 
this year, Charlie Elphicke - who will be look¬ 
ing to defend his seat in June’s election - has 
also warned colleagues in the House of Com¬ 
mons of the need for the constituency to be 
ready for formally leaving the European Un¬ 
ion on day one. 

He said the 14-hour queues seen in swelter¬ 
ing heat at the port last summer - caused by 
tightened security in France in light of recent 
terror attacks, as well as a lack of staff on the 
border - would look “a tea party compared 
with what will happen if we are not ready for 
Brexit”. 

Mrs May tried to provide reassurance back 
in March by saying: “The Home Office will be 
looking very closely at what measures need 
to be in place for Brexit for those coming 
across the border into Dover.” 

The government has attempted to allay 
fears of Operation Stack rearing its head as it 
did for large periods of 2015, by committing 
£250m to a huge lorry park “the size of Dis¬ 
neyland”, proposed to be built just off the 
M20. Stack sees stretches of the M20 turned 
into a giant lorry park when there are prob¬ 
lems at the ports which in turn forces regular 
motorway traffic on to A and B roads causing 
local frustrations. 

Some campaigners, however, as well as the 
government’s transport select committee, 
have raised objections with the plans and 


fundraising is ongoing in an attempt to 
launch a judicial review of the decision. 

Le Touquet has been criticised in France for 
leaving the country to deal with huge num¬ 
bers of migrants attempting to travel to Kent, 
and the prime minister’s stance over the row 
was slammed by Liberal Democrat foreign af¬ 
fairs spokesman Tom Brake this week. 

“Theresa May has adopted Ukip’s rhetoric, 
and now she is adopting their incompetence 
too,” he said. 

“The Conservatives have repeatedly 
claimed that Brexit will have no impact on 
border agreements with France, but now the 
prime minister has admitted that they are up 
for negotiation. 

“Changes to Le Touquet will mean an up¬ 
heaval for people travelling across the Chan¬ 
nel, risk making our country less secure, and 
are yet another consequence of the Conserva¬ 
tive approach to Brexit. 

“This is another clear reason why the Brit¬ 
ish people must have the final say on the 
Brexit deal.” 

Mr Macron was victorious over the far- 
right leader Marine Le Pen on Sunday, though 
there have been fears his pro-Europe stance 
will hinder Mrs May in her Brexit negotia¬ 
tions. 

MEP for the south east and former Folke¬ 
stone and Hythe candidate for Ukip, Janice 
Atkinson, told KoS earlier this year Kent 
would be “a safer place” if Mme Le Pen was 
elected, due to her pledge to end the free 
movement of migrants through France.

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UTC starts to shine but is its 
breed under mortal threat? 


We go inside an innovative school in 
Dartford to see why it’s so different

HE ocean of education is 
rarely a calm one. 

From the perils of 
whirlpools sucking away 
shrinking budgets, to staff 
suffering sea sickness due to the ever 
increasing workloads, or battling the 
relentless waves of demands from 
each successive government, the 
propsect of tranquility is perhaps as 
fantastical as Moby Dick. 

Yet amid this white foam of activity, 
it can sometimes be easy to overlook 
some genuinely fascinating additions 
to the education mix. 

The University Technical College 
(UTC) should, perhaps, be proclaimed 
as one of the more innovative crafts to 
set sail. The only problem is that it 
may have already sprung a 
link elsewhere in the country which 
could yet sink the best efforts right 
here in Kent. 

Launched some seven years ago, 
the focus is on vocational education 
with a twist. Designed for 14 to 18 


year olds, they offer a specialism in 
engineering, science, maths and 
technology - or STEM as they’re 
collectively known. 

The aim is to work closely with 
business to develop an environment 
where those with a more vocational 
bent can mould their talents in order 
to be perfect for the skills demanded 
of industry. 

In concept, it is hard to argue with. 
Long has been the argument that 
pushing all students down an 
academic pathway is failing those for 
whom a more practical vocational 
education would be far more 
beneficial. 

A thrust intensified by the 
continuing complaint from British 
industry that there is a ’chronic’ skills 
shortage in the likes of engineering 
that must be addressed. 

Certainly life has not been straight 
forward for the young UTC brigade 
(see box off) but one of is number in 
Kent packs an almighty punch. 

Leigh UTC, part of the Leigh 
Academies Trust, sits as the end of a 
modern estate just a few minutes

drive from the Dartford tunnel. On 
one side are major industrial 
complexes housing the likes of high- 
tech firm the SEM Group. On the 
other a housing estate. 

And there, straddling the two, is 
the shiny new UTC. A better metaphor 
you couldn’t ask for. 

The building itself is bright, modern 
and jam-packed with cutting edge 
equipment. Quite literally. Its 


workshops are full of high powered 
cutting, drilling and shaping gear 
which would not look out of place in 
SEM down the road. Which is handy 
as it is one a number of major 
businesses which have invested in 
the college. 

Hours at the school emulate 
that of the working day, students 
dress as for work - so it’s suits and ties 
- and the atmosphere is tangibly 
different. There is a more 
relaxed, grown up feel. Although that 
may, sadly, be in part at the 
least due to the fact its running only 
at a third of capacity. Try as you 
might to see past it, it is just a little, 
well, empty. 

It has struggled to herald its unique 
selling point in a crowded education 
mix in a town which already has 
selective and non-selectives and the 
lure of further education colleges at 
16 once the basic academic exams 
have run their course. 

Perhaps its biggest stumbling block 
is the most basic one - that to start the 
UTC you do so at 14 - which means 
upping roots at that delicate stage for 
a teenager and starting afresh. 

All of which is a crying shame in 
this case because the Leigh UTC has 
an Ofsted which described as good 
bordering on outstanding. 


Steve Leahey is the experienced 
principal of the UTC. He explains: 
“We know more than any other 
school once a parent is through the 
doors and sees how impressive this 
place is, then the majority end up as 
bums on seat. Our problem is getting 
them through the door in the first 
place.” 

One solution to this issue has been 
the creation of the Inspiration 
Academy - currently under 
construction on a site immediately 
opposite. It has already proved a 
success with more than 300 
applications for the 140 places. The 
first intake of Year 7s will arrive in 
September, and be housed in the UTC

building until the new school 
building opens for business next 
February. 

Every student enrolling will be 
guaranteed a place at the UTC - if 
they want it - if not then 
they can move to one of the other 
schools which sit under the trust’s 
umbrella, which includes the likes of 
the Leigh, Wilmington and Longfield 
academies. And the curriculum 
will include all the regular subjects 
but with a focus on STEM. 

Mr Leahey is aware of the challenge 
he faces to the UTC concept. 

“But it’s like a business - don’t 


know many who open their doors 
and are hugely successful 
immediately - it takes time to 
develop.” 

Swing a left after going into the 
well-lit atrium of the building 
and you enter what appears to be a 
factory floor. There are countless 
high-end machinery. We meet a 
bright lad working on an electric car 
prototype. He’s apparently impressed 
so much he’s hoping to land a job 
with a Formula 1 team. Here local 
firms arrive and brief students on 
projects, working to deadlines and 
with clear targets. 


Adds Mr Leahy: “Years ago, 
businesses would turn up at events 
and say schools just aren’t producing 
the skill sets required and what are 
they doing about it? 

“Our governing board is made 
up of business people. Chair of 
governors is a managing director, our 
vice chair is head of a company. They 
want my head always turned and 
tilted to what businesses are 
looking for.” 

For the sake of the Leigh UTC, the 
community should not only discover 
it but embrace it to ensure its long 
term prosperity. 


The UTC concept was created by 
Lord Dearing - the civil servant 
whose long career examining 
education would lead to the 
acceptance of university tuition 
fees - and Lord Baker, better 
known as many as Kenneth 
Baker from his days serving in 
the cabinet of Margaret Thatcher. 

Launched in 2010, a flurry 
opened over the following years, 
including those in Dartford and 
Medway - both areas with a rich 
industry heritage. 

But the path has been far from 
smooth - most significantly when 
it comes to attracting sufficient 
numbers. 

Billy Camden is a reporter at 
weekly education industry 
newspaper Schools Week and 
followed the plight of UTC since 
their launch. 

He explains: “There is a true 
threat to the UTCs model being 
abolished. There are clear 
problems; seven of them have 
closed or have announced 
closure, 60 per cent of UTCs 
visited by Ofsted have been 
given ‘inadequate’ or ‘requires 
improvement ’ ratings. ’ ’ 

In a recent report by Schools 
Week, it revealed student 
numbers had fallen at 13 of the 20 
UTCs which provided data. 
Eleven per cent were at less than 
half capacity. 

Mr Camden adds: “It is very 
rare you would find a Year 9 who 
wants to switch school by choice 


at age 14. At this age the pupil is 
comfortable in a learning 
environment, they’re following a 
curriculum that has become 
familiar to them, and they want to 
stay with their peer groups. It is a 
big step at the age of 14 to then 
move into a new situation and 
pick up a new ethos of an 
establishment. 

“In addition, a lot of the 
technical expertise which could 
be delivered post-16 is already 
available through further 
education colleges so it raises 
the question of why do you want 
to bring in UTCs in the first 
place? 

“It would be wise for govern¬ 
ment to pause the programme 
and completely re-evaluate how 
UTCs are run, and seriously 
consider dropping recruitment at 
14.” 

So is the Leigh UTC’s Inspira¬ 
tion Academy a sensible 
solution? 

Adds Mr Camden: “It is a 
really interesting proposal and 
one that can be made possible 
because the UTC is in a multi¬ 
academy trust. Pupils have an 
easy option of moving to one of 
its mainstream academies if the 
technical route is not one they 
want to pursue at 14. It might not 
be so simple for a standalone 
UTC. 

“Time will tell if this model is a 
successful one that other UTCs 
could follow.”

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Parish records chart the evolution 
of Hildenborough over the decades 

A local historian who spent months poring over council records has published a book which provides 
a fascinating glimpse back in time at the growth, development and community events of one village

T is said every village has a tale 
to tell - and now Hildenbor¬ 
ough is highlighting its own. 

In a new book entitled Tales 
for a Kent Village, local histori¬ 
an and author Maurice Nairne has 
gone way back in time to chart the 
village’s birth and development. 

He spent months poring over par¬ 
ish council archives and records bur¬ 
ied deep in the county council’s 
vaults to deliver what he hopes is the 
definitive guide to a village perhaps 
most famous today for producing 
double Olympic gold medal winner 
Kelly Holmes. 

The result is an astonishing labour 
of love weighing in at 206 pages and 
in excess of 60 pictures and illustra¬ 
tions. 

It is entitled Tales from a Kent Vil¬ 
lage and is as seen through the ex¬ 
tensive, often beautifully hand writ¬ 
ten notices, records and decisions. 

The parish council gives an ac¬ 
count of events in the village as re¬ 


corded in the minutes books of the 
council dating back to its inaugura¬ 
tion in 1894. 

There is so much covered too, in¬ 
cluding its fire brigade, hall, green, 
recreation ground, charities, schools, 
allotments, roads, paths, public 
health, water, plus of course the 
wars, and even bad smells. 

There are detailed accounts of cel¬ 
ebrations to mark events like the dia¬ 
mond jubilee of 1897, the silver jubi¬ 
lee of 1935 and the coronations of 
1902, 1911 and 1937. 

Mr Nairne told us: “A few years ago 
a member of Hildenborough parish 
council who was helping out in the 
village library made a discovery. 
Languishing in the office was a large 
volume with the words ‘minute book’ 
on the cover. 

“It covered the years from 1938 to 
1952 and was apparently an un¬ 
claimed relic of a history exhibition 
held some years ago. 

“It was a fascinating insight into 
Hildenborough’s life during a period 
including the war years. 

“It was decided to look at other 
minute books held in Maidstone. 


“Detailed notes of the contents of 
these records were written up by 
hand and a copy presented to the re¬ 


cently formed Hildenborough Histo¬ 
ry Society with another retained by 
the council. Some took the view that

the notes so that they became avail¬ 
able to a wider audience. Thus, 
Hildenborough Parish Council has 
published the book with the support 
of the society.” 

It seems boy racers are nothing 
new. There were complaints in 1908 
when the speed limit was raised from 
14 to 20mph, and in 1910, locals 
moaned about “reckless” tradesmen 
and “careless cyclists”. In 1923, a 
speed limit of lOmph for lorries was 
imposed and it was cut to 8mph for 
cars the following year. 

In 1941, it was agreed the village 
children needed a bomb shelter and 


one was agreed for 159 students - Mr 
Nairne said the trouble was that 
there were 229 of them. One council¬ 
lor said the Scout hut provided ample 
safety. 

Another bizarre story from 1946 
was the 501bs of raisins and sultanas 
along with some tinned peas and 
pears which arrived from South Af¬ 
rica for locals suffering rations. A 
council committee selected the lucky 
ones to receive a share. 

In 1952, a job shortage saw 80 ap¬ 
plications to be caretaker of the Drill 
Hall, or perhaps it was the lure of the 
three bed cottage that went with it, 


plus f 3 a week. 

Mr Nairne said: “I was fascinated 
by the stories I found. Many were 
simple and many affected a lot of peo¬ 
ple locally. 

“It was a slice of history I did not 
want to see disappear forever. It is 
these small things from a village his¬ 
tory that help make that history live 
on. 

“People come and go, but the his¬ 
tory they create with their decisions 
and deeds never will. 

“It took a lot of painstaking work to 
complete this book, reading some 
beautifully hand-written records

that in themselves must 
have taken forever to 
complete. 

“We have marked plen¬ 
ty of Royal celebrations 
too from Queen Victoria 
in 1897 and her diamond 
jubilee which saw 530 
people be served by 40 
waiters lamb roast, boiled 
beef, ham, veal, tarts, jel¬ 
lies, blancmange, tartlets, 
cheese, salad, beer, lem¬ 
onade and ginger beer.” 

The plight of the village youth was 
also questioned in the AOs and ‘40s 
during discussions about the recrea¬ 
tion ground use. 

Many councillors were worried 
about children using it on Sundays 
and some said games should be 
banned during church services. 

Mr Nairne said: “Some felt that 
games should not be played whilst 


others considered that 
they should be restrict¬ 
ed during the hours of 
services. In 1947 the 
vicar, the Rev EWE 
Fraser, the council 
chairman, was report¬ 
ed as saying that whilst 
nothing should be 
done to make it more 
difficult for people to go 
to church, young peo¬ 
ple are better employed 
playing healthy games on Sunday, 
rather ‘than lounging about on the 
street corners or sitting in stuffy cin¬ 
emas watching questionable films’.”

e magic of Moza 

The Royal Philharmonic Orchestra is performing in the county in theatre show 


T HE majesty of the Royal 
Philharmonic Orchestra 
will sweep into Dartford 
next month to perform 
Edward Elgar’s Enigma 
Variations. 

The orchestra will also be 
performing works by the likes of 
Mendelssohn, Sibelius and Mozart, 
led by conductor Jamie Phillips. 

RPO principal clarinet, Kather¬ 
ine Lacy, will be performing the 
centre-piece of the show, Mozart’s 
Clarinet Concerto. 

She explains: “In my opinion the 
piece is one of the best ever written, 
if not the best piece for any 
woodwind instrument ever 
written. From an audience point of 
view it’s simply full of great tunes 
and takes you through so many 
different characters and emotions, 
all in less than half an hour. 

“From a clarinettist’s perspec¬ 


tive, it’s absolutely staggering what 
Mozart achieved with this piece, 
compared to anything that had 
previously been written for the 
instrument - it spans nearly four 
octaves, it is incredibly virtuosic 
and contains the most beautifully 
expressive phrases you could ever 
hope to play.” 

The performance at the Orchard 
Theatre will start with Men¬ 
delssohn’s Hebrides Overture, 
which conjures the sights and 
sounds of Scottish scenery, from 
calm still waters to intense and 
dramatic storms. Moving from the 
Highlands to Nordic plains, 
Sibelius’ symphonic poem Finlan¬ 
dia opens with snarling brass and 
thunderous timpani, building to its 
stirring climax brimming with 
drama. 

Then Katherine Lacy will get to 
grips with Mozart before Elgar’s ever 


popular and quintessentially English 
‘Enigma’ Variations provides a finale 
to the performance. 

Not only an enjoyable evening, it 
is hoped it may appeal to some who 
would not normally attend a 
classical performance. 

For the clarinettist, her love of 
music came from birth. 

She explains: “My parents were 
involved in entertainment 
themselves and there were always 
classical music records on at home 
when I was growing up. One of my 
dad’s favourites was Jack Brymer 
playing the Mozart Clarinet 
Concerto and I’m sure that it must 
have been that that drew me to the 
sound of the clarinet. 

“I joined the recorder group in 
primary school and the next logical 
step seemed to be to take up 
another woodwind instrument; I 
was quite determined that the 


clarinet was the instrument for me. 
To think that I’m now in some way 
following in Jack Brymer’s 
footsteps [he was the RPO’s 
principal clarinet 1947-1963] is 
amazing.” 

And her advice for any budding 
musician? “You just never know 
what opportunities might come 
your way and you need to be ready 
for them,” she says. “You will be 
constantly told how hard it is to 
succeed as a musician and it is true 
that competition is fierce and even 
if you make it, it’s certainly not an 
easy life, but I would say that if you 
really want it and are prepared to 
work your socks off, go for it. You 
won’t know unless you try.” 

The Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra perform at Dartford’s 
Orchard Theatre on June 11.

G REAT British Bake Off 
runner-up Jane Beedle 
will officially open the 
Faversham Open Gar¬ 
dens and Garden Mar¬ 
ket Day next month.

Brace yourself to bid farewell to our lush lawns and usher in a new dawn due to the changing weather 


B RITISH gardens could end 
up devoid of luscious 
lawns, with popular plants 
proving more difficult to 
grow and plant pests and 
diseases spreading, according to a 
new report from the RHS and leading 
academics into the impact of climate 
change on gardening. 

Plants will have to cope with increas¬ 
ingly warmer and drier weather in 
summer, but also more turbulent spells 
with intense, sometimes unpredictable 
heavy showers and strong winds. 

The news is not all bad, though. 
Gardeners in the north could enjoy a 
longer growing season, experts say. 

The wide-ranging report, Garden¬ 
ing in a Changing Climate, looks at 
both the impact the increase in global 


temperatures is currently having on 
plants and gardeners, and the future 
of gardening as temperatures in¬ 
crease. 

The report is a collaboration be¬ 
tween the RHS and academics from 
the universities of Sheffield, Reading 
and Coventry, with input from ex¬ 
perts from the Met office. 

It’s the first in-depth analysis of the 
effects of climate change on UK gar¬ 
dening in more than a decade - the 
RHS last investigated the issue in 
2002 with the National Trust and 
UKCIP (Climate Impacts Programme) 
to produce the Gardening in the Glo¬ 
bal Greenhouse report. 

While the 2002 report concluded 
that gardeners would be basking in 
Mediterranean temperatures and so

could grow more plants that thrive in 
bright, dry conditions, model projec¬ 
tions suggest warmer but more vari¬ 
able climatic conditions. 

The updated report has found that 
gardeners can expect more extreme 
weather, characterised by more vari¬ 
able, intense rainfall, combined with 
an increase in dry summers, which 
will be most pronounced in the south 
of the UK. 

Gardeners looking to cope with the 
challenge of increased rainfall may 
have to adopt new practices to ensure 
the survival of some of our favourite 
plants. 

Traditional plants, such as tulips, 
alliums and asters may have to be 
planted in raised beds to survive in¬ 
creased rainfall. The extra height will 


lift their roots clear of the water table. 

Those experiencing higher temper¬ 
atures may turn to heat loving plants, 
such as aloe or lavender. 

Lush, green lawns are likely to be a 
major casualty and may have to be 
converted to dry meadows, as pres¬ 
sure on water supplies increases. 

In a foreword to the report, Profes¬ 
sor Dame Julia Slingo, the former Met 
Office chief scientist says: “This re¬ 
port provides some valuable guid¬ 
ance and demonstrates how climate 
change need not be a disaster for our 
gardens, but instead provide us with 
a wealth of opportunities.” 

Based on the report, the RHS Gar¬ 
den for a Changing Climate will be 
unveiled at the inaugural RHS Chats- 
worth Flower Show in June.

Research shows

IT would appear that Simon Crow is

Hyundai hopes its new i30 will help it become the best-selling Asian car maker 
in the UK. Darren Cassey takes the model out for a spin to see how it shapes up. 



H YUNDAI plans to be the 
best-selling Asian car 
maker in Europe within 
five years and the i30 is a 
key pillar for its success. 
This new i30 has matured, part of 
Hyundai’s plan to keep buyers in the 
brand long-term by focusing more on 
substance than pure aesthetics. For 
the most part it’s succeeded, with 
refined engines, excellent standard 
safety kit and a comfortable ride.

DOVER cricket star Tammy Beau¬ 
mont could be the key to England’s 
success at this summer’s ICC Wom¬ 
en’s World Cup, according to former 
captain Charlotte Edwards.
